Outstanding  players  of  the  1979  Basketball  season  included  DAVID  PEACH , 
the  captain,  who  was  the  season's  high  scorer;  BOBMERLINA,  who  followed 
closely  in  the  scoring  department;  BOB  LESSARD,  the  playmaker,  both
